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NEW YORK COLLECTOR 
RULES ON WAR TAX 


Five-Cent Admissions to Theaters Subject to Tax 
When a Higher Price Is Charged for Better 
Seats—Exempt Only When Maxi- 
mum Charge 


New York, Oct. 29.—Mark Eisner, 
collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Gistrict of New York, on Saturday is- 
sued a statement correcting the gen- 
eral impression that all  five-cent 
seats in theaters are exempt from 
taxation. 

Five-cent seats are exempt only 
when that is the maximum admission 
charged in the theater. Where a 
house charges ten cents or more for 
the best seats and only five cents for 
gallery seats the tax must be collected 
on the five-cent seats as well as on 
those at higher prices. 

Mr. Ejisner’s statement, in its en- 
tirety, follows: 

“My attention has been called to 
the fact that certain statements have 
been made to the effect that there 
will be no tax on five-cent admis- 
sions to theaters, even tho a higher 
rate is charged for admission to 
other parts of such theaters. 

“This is not the case. Section 700 
of the War Tax provides that admis- 
sion tax shall not be imposed in the 
case of a place the maximum charge 
for admission to which is five cents. 
This means that where a house 
charges ten cents, for example, for 
an orchestra seat and five cents for 
a gallery seat the five-cent gallery 
seat will be taxable at the rate of 
one cent. It is only where the max- 
imum charge for admission to any 
part of the house is five cents that no 
tax is imposed.

That 
wasn’t an unusual thing since he is addicted to such. This song, 
however, worked itself out of his system by way of the chorus, and was taken 
by its proud parent over to the offices of Jos. W. Stern & Co., where it was 
treated with respect in spite of the fact it was a new army song, all of which 
species are supposed to be met at the door with a half pound of dynamite 
and a box of the most combustible matches on the market. 


Young Rath, cheerful of disposition, braved the dangers of bombing at 
this early date, and with the manuscript in hand invaded the portals of din, and 
emerged, some time later, a successful salesman. He had sold the chorus of 
When the Moon Is Shining Somewhere in France, and was commissioned to hie 
forth and compose the words to fit the verse. Uncle Sam, being an insistent 
t-tkmaster, did not withdraw Private Rath’s obligations to Camp Upton in 
order that a Broadway music house might have the words to the verse, so the 
energetic Frederick lay on his army cot after a few hundred satis of drilling 
per day and composed the rest of his song.

A solemn and imposing bunch of motion picture men, principally ex- 
hibitors, fringed with producers and others interested in the various angles 
of the game, met at the Hotel Astor a week ago to discuss the tax question.

opinions in various forms. 


The meeting had gone along until the nerves of the crowd were pretty well 
frayed. The room was stuffy, the first formality was off, and the lightning 
was playing around with a good deal of speed among the men who were es- 
saying to do the speechmaking, but the rank and file of the attendance was 
wearied to the breaking point—the kind of weariness which comes with being 
talked at on subjects which have already been individually decided. 


A messenger came in, handed a paper to the secretary, who yawned and 
turned it over to the chairman, who also yawned. Somebody finally finished 
a speech and the chairman unfolded the note and looked up to ask:

THE NEW WAR REVENUE ACT AS IT AFFECTS 
THE SHOW BUSINESS 


-—-_-----— 


By the recent War Revenue Act passed by Congress, and approved 
by the President on October 3, 1917, a tax is levied of one cent for each 
ten cents or fraction thereof of the amount paid for admission to any 
place, including admission by season ticket or subscription, to be paid 


by the person paying for admission. 


The tax is to be collected by each 


person or corporation receiving the admission price, and at the same 


time. 


All such taxes are to be accounted for under oath and paid over 


to the Internal Revenue Collector monthly. 

This tax also applies to cabarets and similar entertainments where 
the charge of admission is wholly or partly included in the charge for 
refreshment, service or merchandise. 

The tax on admission of children under twelve (12) years of age 
is fixed at one cent (1c) irregpective of the amount of the admission 


charge. 


In case of persons (except employees, municipal officers on official 
business and children under twelve (12) years of age) admitted free to 
any. place when an admission charge is made to other persons of the 
same class, a tax equal to one cent for each ten cents or fraction thereof 
of the admission price charged to Such ether persons for similar accom- 
modations must be paid by the persons so admitted free at the time of 


such admission. 


Persons having the permanent use of boxes in an opera house or in 
any place of amusement must pay a tax of ten per cent (10%) of the 
amount for which a similar box or seat is sold for the performance or 
exhibition at which the box or seat is used or reserved by or for such 


lessee or holder. 


These taxes shall not be imposed in the case of a place the maximum 
charge for admission to which is five cents, or in the case of shows, 
Tides and other amusements (the maximum charge for admission to 
which is ten cents) within outdoor general amusement parks, or in the 


case of admission to such parks. 


A tax of ten per cent (10%) is likewise levied upon initiation fees 
and dues to any social or sporting club where the dues or fees exceed 


twelve dollars ($12) per year. 


Such tax is to be paid by the person pay- 


ing such dues or fees and is to be accounted for in the same manner as 
above outlined with reference to the tax on admissions. 
No tax is levied upon dues or fees to fraternal beneficiary societies 


operating under the lodge system 


and providing for the payment of 


life, sick, accident or other benefits to the members, nor upon admis- 
sions the proceeds of which inure exclusively to the benefit of religious, 
educational or charitable organizations or agricultural fairs. 

All these taxes become effective on and after November 1, 1917.

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BURLESQUE NEEDS MORE 


COMICS, 


SAYS JENNINGS 


Dearth of Good Comedians Deplored by American 
Circuit Official—Declares That To Be by 
Far the Weakest Link in the 
Burlesque Chain Today 


New York, Oct. 27.—That the procuring of 
satisfactory comedians is a growing problem for 
burlesque and tbat a large proportion of bur- 
lesque comedians are hardly up to the standard 
is the contention of W. V. Jennings, of the 
American Burlesque Association, who has just 
returned from a tour of censoring the American 
shows. All the shows on the circuit have been 
looked over now, and Mr. Jennings has person- 
ally seen a large part of them. No man con- 
nected with burlesque today knows what con- 
stitutes a good burlesque show any better than 
he does, Years spent as a traveling manager 
gave him an intimate knowledge of the things 
which build up a ehow and the things which 
make it fall short. Upon his return he made 
the following general statement to The Bill- 
board’s representative: 


“Of course there is a great difference in 
the shows. Many suggestions for their better- 
ment were made, but, on the whole, the shows 
this season are a great deal better than I ex- 
pected to find them. The great shortcoming 
and the most general one is the comedy. Shows 
which measure up to the standard in every other 
respect are often found lamentably weak in 
comedy, and there is a dearth of the right sort 
_of comedians, Burlesque has got to manage 
somehow to dig up new comedians to replace 
those who are dropping from the ranks. Pro- 
ducers have got to hunt for new material. A 
show can be first class in other respects, but 
it is a failure unless it makes the public laugh. 
The public insists on something which will make 
them laugh no matter how much else is offered 
them. This is the big problem burlesque faces 
today.”” 

Mr. Jennings hits the nail squarely on the 
head. The Billboard has harped away con- 
sistently on the fact that burlesque comedy 
material was not up to the scratch, but, per- 
haps, enough has not been said about the co- 
medians, It is a fact that there are come- 
dians today in shows, on both the big circuits, 
who are no more comedians than they are prima 
donnas. Any sort of comedy placed in their 
hands would prove unfunny. The call for su- 
perior comedians is as imperative as the call 
for good comedy material.

The question is, “‘Where are they coming 
from?’ It is the opinion of the writer that 
the comedians of the future can be found in 
the most unlooked for places. The big base- 
ball magnates look for their talent in the minor 
leagues, the bush leagues and in the baseball 
organizations of the smaller cities and even 
small towns, If burlesque producers went to 
the trouble of scouting for talent that the 
baseball magnates do new faces would be con- 
tinually coming to the front, and a good per- 
centage of the newcomers would make good, 

There have been many instances in recent 
Years of such rare finds. Don Barclay was a 
cartoonist on a newspaper in St. Louis when a 
burlesque producer picked him up. His success 
as a comedian was instantaneous, and he proved 
good enough for Ziegfeld. There are more Don 
Barclays, and burlesque is in desperate need of 
them. 

Let burlesque producers ponder over this con- 
tention of Mr. Jennings and get their lines 
out before another season opens. Now is the 
time for them to keep their eyes open. Ac 
cording to records comedy is almost as old as 
the world. There is no reason why the present 
century should mark its demise, 


WAR HELPING BURLESQUE 
Max Spiegel Tells of His Observation 


New York, Oct. 27.—‘‘Has the war affected the 
theatrical business?’’ was the question a Bill- 
board representative put the other day to Max 
Spiegel, the burlesque producer. 

“Yes and no,’’ replied Mr. Spiegel. ‘‘By that 
answer I am not trying to evade the question, 
but I am simply answering the question from the 
view of the producer, which is the end that I 
am interested in, 

“Producers have discovered during the short 
time that the season has been running that the 
people have a tendency to attend musical shows 


and comedies in preference to dramas and what 
might be termed heavier forms of amusement. 
I think that this season is going to see a pre- 
ponderance of these kind of shows. 

“It has also been interesting to note the 
change in the personnel of the audiences attend- 
ing the theaters in New York, especially the 
burlesque theaters, since the war started. Hun- 
dreds of people, especially middle-aged and el- 
derly couples, who have never attended the- 
atrical performances in their lives before, have 
become regular attendants at the theaters. Some 
are accompanied by stalwart sons in khaki, but 
the great majority come alone and I presume 
many of them have one or more sons waiting to 
be drafted. 

‘In England the people turned to the theaters 
to forget the terrible ravages of war, and the 
big musical production houses, like the Palace, 
have done the greatest business in their history 
since the war began. I think that the American 
people will turn to the theater the same as their 
English cousins did in time of stress to try and 
forget for the time being. They will go, in my 
opinion, to see shows where they can laugh and 
smile if it is only for a few hotrs."’ 

Mr. Spiegel disclosed the interesting fact that 
he had taken a census of his shows and theaters, 
and that everyone in his employ, house man- 
agers, company managers, advance representa- 
tives, principals and even chorus girls, were 
ready to do their bit if called upon by the 
Government, Six of the chorus girls with The 
Merry Rounders company had taken up nurse 
training for periods ranging from three months 
to three years and two of them have worked in 
telephone exchanges and could step right back 
into a ‘‘hello office’’ and go to work.

MUSIC A LUXURY? 


There has been in the past, and is now in 
this country, a tendency to regard mnsic as a 
luxury.

THE NATIONAL PATRIOTIC SONG 
COMMITTEE 


Plans and Purposes of the New Organ- 
ization . 


Our concert department has* just received the 
anhoupcement of the plans of the newly or- 
ganized National Patriotic Song Committee. 

This committee has been organized for the 
promotion of patriotism by the singing of the 


sea and land forces, both in this country and 
abroad, with patriotic songs. 

It is the purpose of the committee to en- 
ccurage the production of new patriotic songs 
and marches, Such songs or marches shall be 
forwarded to National Headquarters to the 
Committee on New Music. When deemed of 
sufficient importance such compositions may, 
at the discretion of the Committee on New 
Music, be recommended for formal approval to 
a Board of Judges, to be appointed by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


GENERAL ORGANIZATION 

The organization of the committee shall be 
countrywide. 

The officers and the chairmen of standing 
committees shall constitute the Executive 
Committee, and shall be elected annually by 
the National Council, the first such election to 
be held October 15, 1918, 

Singers and instrumentalists who are citizens 
of allied or neutral countries will be welcomed 
to the organization, and shall be known as 
‘“‘Associate Members.’’

Bramman 
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National Anthem and other patriotic airs, and 
for the mobilization of the musiciaus of Ameri- 
ca to this end. 

Members of the committee will pledge them 
selves to learn the words and music of the 
National Anthem (first and last verses) and 
otber patriotic songs, and also to induce others 
to do likewise, 

Professional and amateur musicians, con- 
servatories of music and musical organizations 
of every description thruout the country shall 
be asked to co-operate. 


Teachers of singing shall be asked to teach 
national airs to their pupils. 

It is the purpose of the committee to influ- 
ence managers of theaters and moving picture 
houses in regard to the use of the National 
Anthem, as follows: 

Thet the official version be used. 

That it sball be played in full, 

That it shall never be played in a frag- 


mentary or trivial manner, nor on unsuitable 
occasions. , 


That the words shall be printed in theater 
programs, and— 

That the words be thrown on moving picture 
screens while the anthem is being played. 

It is the purpose of the committee to adopt 
such methods as‘ shall be deemed practicable 
by the executive committee to supply American 


The committee’ will be supported by volun- 
tary contribution, and any surplus in the 
treasury, after the payment of such expenses 
as are necessary for the extension of the work 
of the committee, may be used for war relief. 


LOCAL ORGANIZATIONS 


Local organizations shall be designated by 
adding the name of the city, as The National 
Patriotic Song Committee Chicago, 

Local organizations shall be headed by a 
chairman, who shall be a member of the Na- 
tional Patriotic Song Committee, and shall be 
approved by the National Counell. Each local 
organization shall be governed under the gen- 
eral rules herein laid down and will report 
thru its chairman to National Headquarters, 


The chairman of each local organization 
shall appoint a Local Councll, It shall be the 
duty of each member of the Local Council, in 
co-operation with the chairman, to secure 
members who will comply with the conditions 
of membership stated above. 


He shall also appoint chairmen of various 
committees to further the purpose of the or- 
ganization, such as Committee on Churches, 
Community Centers, Y. M. C, A., kindred or- 
ganizations, etc. ‘ 

The Local Council shall issue a call to mem- 
bers to contribute one cent, or such amount as 


Sad may desire to contribute, towards the cost 


of printing and general expenses of the Na. 
tional Patriotic Song Committee, 

All moneys thus collected upon the first day 
of each month shall be sent to the National 
Treasurer at New York, unless otherwise stipu- 
lated by the Local Chairman, 

Members who are professional singers shall 
be asked by the Local Counetl to volunteer their 
services in singing patriotic airs at public 
meetings. 

It shall be the policy of the Committee to 
request co-operation from local governmental 
authorities—State, county, city and town.

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AN ANTHEM EXPRESSING 
THE NATIONAL’PURPOSE 


Has Not Yet Come To Light, 
Tho Publishers Have Been 
Flooded With War 


Songs 


America, blessed with musical genius from 
all corners of the world, has been in the great- 
est international upheaval the world has ever 
Known for nearly threeqjuarters of a year, and 
has not yet found the simple anthem that will 
express the national purpose. 

What is the trouble? And by this question 
We mean in a musical sense, not political. Po- 
litical questions affecting the performer in war 
time are pretty thoroly discussed on The Bill- 
board’s editorial page; besides, we do not be- 
lieve it to be the province of the music de- 
partment to enter realms of politics. However, 
the musical outlook is extremely pessimistic— 
and it is because we are inherently optimistic 
that we want to analyze this question while re 
fraining as much as possible from expression 
of political opinion, 


That. the Government has done much to en- 
courage proper song expression of national pur. 
pose can not be disputed. The organization of 
a complete department of community singing 
in camps is certainly a fitting expression of 
Governmental co-operation, Well-meaning patri- 
otic societies have offered prizes for words and 
prizes for music to accompany the words of 
songs ‘“‘meet for the master’s use.”” The pub- 
lisher has made his individual cffort to serve 
the cause—tho perhaps for c cial r 
Yet the combined work of all, far from provid- 
ing what is wanted, has resulted in helter- 
skelter colloquial efforts that seem to defeat 
the very purpose for which this gigantic move- 
ment was set on foot. 

Let us review what actually has been ac- 
complished. The army and navy bands have 
been assaulted with so many mediocre offerings 
which do not meet the requirements that most 
of the band leaders have turned from this 
doggerel in disgust and rely upon the classics 
for tunes to be used on the line of march, 

Insofar as the stage itself is concerned, how 
many patriotic offerings reach it? We recall 
one song along a lonesome-regret theme, one 
more adapted to French than American pur- 
poses, and, perhaps, a few others that achieved 
a certain measure of success, but we do not 
find any one number possessing that universal 
appeal and simplicity that would make it as 
popular in Maine as it is in California, as 
adaptable to the church organ as for the army 
or navy. 

Pred.ctions are rife on every hand. While 
each publisher stoutly maintains that he has 
the “American Tipperary’’ (America showing a 
peculiarly strong resistance power to the charms 
of the various ‘‘Tipperaries,’’ however), the 
opinion is ofttimes expressed that the super- 
song will be reached some time in the future. 
We are inclined to doubt this. Generals fre- 
quently lose their commands and cabinets fall, 
because, while showing an inability to cope 
with present conditions, roseate allusions are 
made regarding what will be done next year 
or the year after that. War is a pressing 
proposition, and the one who looks to the fu- 
ture for the great war song might as well ex- 
pect it after the struggle shall have ended. 

Some time ago an article appeared in The 
Milwaukee Leader and attracted considerable 
editorial attention. We know Milwaukee papers 
mre not the best quotation marts, in view of 
the “Give my regards to the German consul’’ 
gag so frequently beard in vaudeville, Yet, in- 
asmuch as the editorial mentioned hints as 
clearly as English can at the extraordinary 
publishers’ efforts to supply what’s wanted, we 
feel sure our readers will not object to this 
partial reprinting: 

“New York’s hitchy-koo factories are work- 
ing overtime smashing out whoop-’er-up melo- 
dies inspired by the conflict with the Kaiser. 

‘Leading New York music publishers say 
that they already have launched dozens of war 
songs, scores are in preparation and hundreds 
more are in prospect. When the new American 
armies march to battle the ozone at home will 


SONG LOGIC 


OVERWORK OR UNDERWORK? 


Song writers appear to be divided into two classes—-those who prepare three or four songs 
a year and those who write thirty or forty. Both types of writers frequently succeed. The 
cautious chap, who doesn’t write too many songs, is likely to produce material of a high order. 
On the other hand, the one who prepares many songs has the advantage of getting into swing; 
that is, he gets so used to rounding out songs that he hits upon clever combinations without 
much effort. As a matter of fact, the writer of few carefully deliberated songs is a remnant 
of a slower yesterday, when printing was slow and popularization slower; when many composers 
had much to do with their arrangements and consumed considerable time perfecting them. Modern 
hustle and bustle has made itself evident in song writing as in other fields, Slapping out @ 
song, for the purpose wanted, when needed, is of great value to a p concern, and the 
writer who can do so successfully becomes an appreciated asset. 


; SCRAP BOOKS 


Performers should keep scrap books containing as many printed allusions to the manner in 
which they deliver songs as they can get hold of. Likewise song writers. A scrap book is really 
history. Reading many articles regarding the song interpreting individual gives color to a life 
that mere memory can never supplant. When the psychology of the triumphs of yesterday is 
known the triumphs of today are near at hand. Both performer and writer can preserve youth 
by replenishing their minds with narratives of their youthful achievements. The scrap 
should have a place of importance second only to the publicity which makes it possible, 


SONG EARNINGS 


Many improvements could be worked out in the distribution of song earnings. Mechanical 
earnings are too great, considering the fact that publisher and writer have little to do with the 
actual popularizing of the record. Counter earnings are too small, considering the amount of 
v rk publishers and writers are forced to do in order to make their songs successes from the 
sales standpoint. Is it not ridiculous to contemplate big mechanical earnings on a song which 
doesn’t move over the counters? The publishers’ relation to the writers seems to be to con- 
stantly reduce the writers’ earnings. The way the publishing business is at present conducted 
it is a sort of lottery in which many vigorously battle to snatch at a concealed ballot. The 
lucky individual draws a fortune and the hapless one gets a blank.

However, this has been 
offset to a great extent by the fact that ‘war 
lonesomeness”’ had led many to seek recreation 
in their own parlors, resulting in an old-fashioned 
banging of pianos that has not been heard in 
years. 


BALL SOUGHT AFTER 


Chicago, Oct. 20.—Ernest R. Ball, who ap- 
peared at the Palace last week, because he has 
written a long string of hits, probably receives 
more overtures from lyricists than any other 
successful composer.

couldn’t possibly have composed a number less 
amenable to words. It is a fine piece of work, 
and doubtless sounds inspiring when played by 
the peerless leader and his band, but we do not 
envy the person who tries to write the lyric. 

These scattered quotations, only a few of 
untold numbers, are presented with no in- 
tention of belittling the patriotic efforts of 
those who strive to fulfill the need for the 
supersong. The very fact that so many angles 
are worked upon by the various claimants of 
fame shows, by inverse ratio, why it is so 
hard to get at what really is wanted. Each 
local paper boosts the local genius, winner of 
the local prize. Each publisher advances the 
product that be thinks has commercial value. 
No effort is made to get at a simple expression 
of universal thought. Local patriotic societies, 
the contest officers pitying Belgium and adoring 
France, naturally award prizes to poems which 
picture the plight of these hapless countries. 
Such songs, while possessing some value, do not 
express the full quota of American patriotism. 

Therefore, is it any wonder that all these 
efforts made serve to hold back rather than 
advance the birth of the great song wanted? 
Each little novelty working of the war, like 
the tobacco fund, inspires its song, but the 
song that we'll all sing must have more stamina 
than tobacco juice can give, The tobacco song 
will exact. tobacco contributions; the Liberty 
Lean March will advance the cause of the 
Liberty Loan; the poem pitying Belgium or 
admiring France will create broader sympathy 
for these countries—each motive doing a world 
of good in its own way. 

But the song that will be to this war what 
Hot Time in the Old Town was to the Spanish- 
American War—if it’s ever written—will not 
allude to any one thing save downright Amert- 
canism; nothing else will serve to make all 
America sing a single song.

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‘THE LEGITIMATE STAGE 


CONDUCTED BY THEODORE A.LIEBLER JR. 


The theater has iost anotber loyal friend. So 
quickly do names vanish from our memory that 
that of Edward Dithmar, once a name to con- 
jure with, may be totally unknown to the 
newest generation of theatergoers. But even 
the youngest may have felt the force of the 
men, battling from the vantage point of edi- 
torlal power for better things in theaterdom. 

There is no need at this late day to re- 
capitulate the facts of Dithmar’s life. The 
space devoted to his obituary in every paper 
gives conclusive evidence of this former dra- 
matic critie’s standing in Journalism and of the 
respect in which his colleagues held him. It 
is interesting to know, however, why this best 
equipped of critics, who never divorced the 
stage from the first place in his heart, should 
voluntarily have given up the task of reviewing 
plays for The New York Times and devote 
himself to other tasks on that great daily. In 
speaking to the writer one day Dithmar placed 
on the late Clyde Fitch the blame for the sudden 
termination of his career as critic. Fitch had 
written a play—Captain Jinks of the Horse 
Marines—which had brought joy to the heart of 
every critic but Dithmar. He had sat thru the 
performance without experiencing a responsive 
reaction, The obvious machinery of the comedy 
bad bared itself to him, working with the 
merciless precision of things mechanical. And 
Dithmar went bome and gave himself a talking 
to. His brain had become like a sensitized plate 
that had been exposed too much to light, and 
was, therefore, no longer able to record impres- 
sions, He had seen too many plays, he had 
lived too close to the theater. He considered 
it no longer fair to his public to act as their 
representative at the premieres of plays, to pre- 
sume to see the latest offerings thru their eyes 
and to report to them the degree and measure 
of their prospective enjoyment of these plays. 
And that to Dithmar was the whole duty of the 
critic. And so, after a few years’ service in 
other editorial departments, he became chief 
editorial writer of The Times. .And there was 
scarcely a week that passed in which the cause 
of the theater did not in some way occupy his 
editorial thoughts—certainly no theatrical topic 
of vital importance was not brought to the at- 
tention of thinking people by his pen. 

Many a press agent has schemed in vain to 
win Dithmar’s co-operation in an advertising 
campaign. He was an easy man to interest, a 
man impressed by sincerity, but it is to be 
doubted whether he was ever imposed upon. 
He had a strong regard for the dignity and the 
sanctity of his office, carrying this regard to 
the extreme of refusing complimentary seats for 
plays written by, acted by or produced by his 
friends. But when he found friends striving for 
worthwhile things and when he felt that as an 
impartial judge those strivings were to be 
commended they could count on the full in- 
fluence of his paper exerted in their bebalf, Run 
thru the files of The Times for the past seven 
or eight years, note the great interest shown on 
the editorial pages in topics of the theater, see 
how warmly laudable movements are encouraged 
and how hotly evil influences are combatted, 
imagine how much these writings have aided the 
theater in its progress, and then credit it all to 
Edward Dithmar, friend of the theater. 


Another of the writer's reminiscences of Mr. 
Dithmar may be worth recording. They were 
playing cards one evening when a call came 
that Richard Mansfield bad died. Mansfield num- 
bered Dithmar among bis closest friends. It 
was but an hoypr, or two before the time to go 
to press, but Iithmar hurried to his office and 
wrote, in that short time, an obituary describ- 
ing the life of his friend, six thousand words in 
length, beautifully written—a feat sometimes 
called a record in journalism 


There is a mighty lesson for the showman in 
the cause that Dithmar assigned to his resigna- 
tion of his job as dramatic critic. A man who 
lives too close to the theater, who is familiar 
with all the devices and tricks with which 
players and playwrights strike responsive chords 
on the heartstrings of audiences, as a rule be- 
comes more or less personally immune to the 
reaction in which he deals professionally. He 
is like a doctor who is familiar with the effects 
of drugs, Who must diagnose the condition, the 
resistance of his individual patient before de- 
riding on the strength of the concoction admin- 
istered, tho he himself may be an addict to that 
drug and may be able to consume it in quanti- 
ties without noticeable effects. Thus showmen 
“Ss a rule paint with a broad brush in sweeping 
strokes, which accounts for the fact that with 
more delicate handling men who are almost 
smateurs bave in recent years won renown for 
alstinection and ¢aste in dramatic offerings. 
The showman so often forgets that it is not 
necessary to ase a bammer to emash an egg —- 
perhaps because he loves the mess the ham 
mer makes, 


This is the reason, perhaps, why the extreme 
form of the new art bas won such ready ac- 
ceptance by theatrical managers who have in 
several cases forced examples of this art upon 
an unready public which looked upon it as 
some form of insanity, if not degeneracy— 
maybe not without reason. In doing this sort 
of thing the producer follows a faulty Hne of 
reasoning—if he must shock bimself into at- 
tention by such ‘means he argues that the 
theatergoing public must be similarly shocked. 

Actors who are compelled to ply their trade 
in the bizarre environment so often served to 
them today resent it bitterly. Scenery has yet 
to make a play—it has swamped many. All 
that is asked of scenery is that it sball serve 
as a frame, and while admittedly a good frame 
may ephance the beauty of a good picture and 
a bad frame kill its value an exbibition of 
frames would serve to attract no one but deal- 
era, 

In glancing over the list of attractions now 
current in New York one is pleased to notice 
that there is a more liberal sprinkling of 


star. The first play could be sent on tour while 
the fame of its metropolitan triumph was fresh, 
perhaps even while the original company was 
still gathering profits at the original stand. 
Any number of companies could be organized 
and the country cleaned up quickly. In the case 
of the star, however, it would take years for 
him to show a successful vehicle to his entire 
public—and to play one part for many years 
might prove of detriment to bis own artistic 
development. 

But there is another side to the picture. 
Fred Stone opened on Broadway a few nights 
ago. Nobody knew anything particular about 
his play. Nobody knew who was in his cast. 
Who cared? We defy you to get seats for his 
performance. 

No play was ever as safe a bet as this.

THE FLAG CAMPAIGN 


To Build a New Service Out of Our Old Forces— 
President Montaville Flowers Stirs Great 


Enthusiasm in 


I. L. A. Ranks 


Montaville Flowers, president of the Inter- 
national Lyceum Association, has been busy 
since the convention delving into the plans to 
entertain the soldier boys in camp as it is 
proposed to be carried out by the war camp 
community recreation service. There will be 
a nationwide campaign from November 4 to 10 
for funds with which to carry on the work of 
establishing healthy amusements and comforts 
ain the training camps. It is the purpose of 
the committee to raise a fund of $4,000,000, 
ig possible, with which to carry on this work. 

Raymond B, Fosdick is the chairman of th's 
committee, and is in position to see the value 
of this work. He bas probably spent $25,000 
on the Redpath activities already doing the 
work at many of the various cantonments, and 
speaks from a personal knowledge of this great 
movement, 

“Every dollar of the fund,’’ said Mr, Fosdick, 
*“‘will be disbursed among men in the military 
service. Not a dollar of it will go to paying 
fancy salaries. 

“While overlead expenses will aggregate $500,- 
000, most of it to pay community workers in 
cities and towns adjoining the camps, thix 
overhead was provided for by subscriptions al- 
ready received” 

Chairman Fosdick added that the money now 
sought will be expended on rest houses and 
healthy amusements. 


BAKER APPROVES WORK 

There was a general conference held at Wash- 
ington, D. C. At the conference Secretary Baker 
praised war camp community work, declaring 
that while soldiers must be adequately warmed 
and clothed, he wanted them to have also ‘‘that 
invisible armor, that moral and intellectual 
armor, that new soldier state of mind for their 
protection overseas.’’ 

“Two things this work is going to do,”* 
Secretary Baker added. ‘‘It will bring our 
soldiers back to us better persons, and it will 
awaken in American citizens a sense of re- 
sponsibility in solving the old, vexed problem 
of how best to make cities safe for the youth 
of our land.’’ 

John N. Willys, of Toledo, national chairman 
of the committee charged with the task of rais- 


ing the fund of “three dollars for each soldier 
and sailor,’ presided at the conference, 


MUST HAVE HAPPY ARMY 


Maj. Gen, Barnett, head of the marine corps, 
said he was in full sympathy with the work. 

“To have an efficient army,’’ said Gen. Bar- 
nett, “‘you must have a bappy army. One of 
the great benefits to come from the community 
service will be that the people will come +o 
pay proper respect to the men in uniform.” 

“The expression of commun.ty loyalty,’’ read 
the conference resolutions, ‘‘will go far to 
imbue enlisted men with the spirit and the 
physical vigor that will make for their greatest 
efficiency on the battle fronts of Europe, and 
will insure for future generations that national 
wholesomeness and cleanliness of which America 
is justly proud.”’ 


THE Y. M. C. A. ACTIVITIES 


The Young Men’s Christian Association has 
been furnishing frequent and popular entertain- 
ment, but there is a demand for what the men 
term “high-brow stuff’’—such as they were 
accustomed to at home, and the ‘‘Y” has ar- 
ranged to supply it. 

To effect it the chautauqua and lyceum move- 
ment of the whole cotntry has been mobilized 
by the National War Work Council of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, and tents 
and other paraphernalia are on the grounds or 
on the way to cantonments. The Lyceum and 
Chautauqua Managers’ Association has provided 
a small army of lecturers, singers and enter- 
tainers, the largest single entertainment project 
ever attempted in this country, 

Dr. Paul M, Pearson, of Swarthmore College, 
director of the Chautauqua Association of Penn- 
sylvania has been named as director of the Red 
Teiangle programs. He will have at his dis- 
posal 400 chautauqua tents, seating 2,000 each, 
with folding chairs, lights and other accessories, 
and several thousand entertainers. 

THE I. L. A. PLANS CIVIC CAMPAIGN 

President Flowers has had the breadth of 
vision to see that the real work that is being 
done is all for the boys in camp. It is neces- 
sary and fundamental, but what of the work 
that must be done to make effective President 
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Wilson’s larger view of the needs of our peo- 
ple? Our President said: 

“It is not an army we must shape and train 
for war; it is a nation.” 

George Creel, who has charge of the infor- 


mation bureau which controls the news from 
Washington as it affects the policies of the 
Government and the conduct of the war, has 
said: 

“The great task before the nation today is 
to win the war. Every citizen must give his 
all, whether this be time or money or life, or 
all three.’’ 

Mr, Flowers has taken these two statements, 
and, as they are one in fact, he has gone to 
work on that basis with that zeal which has 
always characterized his efforts. He has al- 
ready started much active machinery to work 
to carry out the wish of our recent I. L. A. 
Convention, In the Official Bulletin, which ap- 
peared in the form of a personal letter to the 
members of the association, he has covered 
much ground of what has been done and what 
is yet to be done. Let us quote some of his 
suggestions and recommendations: 


THE WILL AND THE WAY 


It was the will of our last convention to 
develop the association into a force to help win 
the war. 

But how? Ovr Convention was a typical cross 
section of what all our country was on April 
1, 1917: 100,000,000 of people, with infinite 
aggregate power, but without the finance, or- 
ganization, plan or equipment for war. 

Such a situation faces us now, and we must 
imitate the course of the nat.on. Plans must 
be made and detailed, forces mobilized and 
assembled, new activities created, new cen- 
tralization effected. We are late in entering 
the field. We must hare money. But even at 
Washington some departments are not yet de- 
veloped. 

MEN AND MEASURES OF OTHER ACTIVI- 
TIES 


I reached Washington on Monday morning, 
September 24, having conferred en route with 
Paul M. Pearson at Philadelphia. 

There I interviewed several different times 
each of the following: George Creel, chairman 
of the Committee on Public Information; Arthur 
E. Bestor, head of the Speakers’ Bureau of 
the same; Dr, Guy Stanton Ford, director of 
the Division of Civic and Educational Co-Opera- 
tion; Henry P, Davison, chairman of the War 
Council of the Red Cross; Ivy Lee, secretary of 
the same; Orrin C, Lester, of their Speakers’ 
Pureau; R. B. Price, president of the Patriotic 
Education Society and member of the Executive 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
Un'ted States and of the Committee on National 
Preparedness; Alfred F. Goodwyn, secretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United States; 
Mr. Braddock, manager of the million-dollar 
book campaign by the American Library Assoc!- 
ation, and Wm. Matthew Lewis, executive 
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secretary of the National Committee of Patri- 
otic Societies, representing forty-two organiza. 
tions, 

In New York City I saw 8, Stanwood 
Menken, president of the National Security 
League, and Harry A. West, ex-Commissioner 
of District of Columbia, executive secretary of 
the league. Members of the National Press 
Club gave me assistance, and W. L. Radcliffe, 
of the Radcliffe Attractions, Washington, helped 
to develop certain plans recommended herein. 
ALL AGENCIES ARE EDUCATING PUBLIC 

OPINION 

This is the hour of educating America about 
the war. Most of the above societies and 
many more are conducting spirited campaigns 
to this end. The country is just entering thar 
Stage. All the people interviewed declared that 
our association has the greatest field, the great. 
est possibility for good of any in the United 
States. Mr, Davison and Mr. Menken both 
said: ‘‘You have also the greatest responsibility 
to the American people resting upon you."’ 


THE FIELD FOR THE I. Ll. A. 


OUR OPPORTUNITY—OUR DUTY 

It was declared by all these organizations 
that the I. L, A. possesses the most perfect 
machinery, the best skill, the most highly de- 
veloped metbods of any organization in America 
for conducting an educational campaign. We 
can reach more people than any other, and 
people that no other organization will reach. 
Fifty-two per cent of the population of our 
country is rural—that is, in communities of 
less than 2,500 population. Our work alone 
reaches these. Other agencies all touch the 
high spots In the big cities, 

All we need to do in order to cover the 
United States quickly is to assemble a special 
organization from our many representatives, 
lecturers and managements, and to use the 
technique developed in our business. 

Furthermore, the representatites of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information, The War Council 
of the Red Cross, the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, the National Security League 
and the National Committee of Patriotic So- 
cleties—all urge us to develop this special 
campaign at once for the good of the nation. 

TWO LINES OF EFFORT FOR US 

Our immediate work seems to be definitely In 
two fields, 

1. To centralize our forces and our member- 
ship and train them into an efficient unit, act- 
ing with uniformity and precision, so that on 
all our regular courses and on all our chau- 
tauquas and circuits we may know what is 
being done by everybody, at any time, and all 
the time, We must learn to build correlating 
Programs, take orders and to act promptly. 

2. To use the technique, skill, methods and 
trained men and women in our own field to put

on a special campaign of education, either upon 
our own volunteer service and resources, or by 
the aid of some national force that has re- 
sources. All we need to do is to assemble our 
forces, 

If our asssociation will do these things— 
especially the latter one—it will take its place 
in the ranks of these other societies working 
to win the war: it wil® be recognized by them 
as an organized American force; it will be in- 
cluded hereafter in all national conferences on 
winning the war and reconstructing the world. 

A VITAL DISTINCTION 


For here is a distinction. All the great men 
in these other organizations whom I interviewed 
know of the lyceum and chautauqua as an 
institution of great influence and opportunity, 
but they do not know the International Lyceum 


Association as the agency thru which all lyce- 
ums and chautauquas in America are able to 
function as a unit. 


THE TWO PLANS OUTLINED 


To several organizations interested in con- 
ducting campaigns of education in patriotism I 
described certain plans for the lyceum and 
chautanqua movement. I submit part of them: 


WHAT WE HAVE TO OFFER 


Established Audiences: 

1, - In winter months—October to April—lyce- 
um audiences meeting in (estimated) 10,000 
towns and cities, from five to ten regular meet- 
ings. 

2. In summer months—April to October— 
chautauqua audiences meeting in (estimated) 
6,000 towns and cities (some of these duplicate 
the lyceum towns), holding sessions three to 
four times per day, continuing from three to 
ten of more consecutive days, 

Speakers, readers, entertainers, musicians, 
who can carry a message in the various forms 
of their work. 

Business organizations, bureaus or manage- 
ments with advance men, publicity men, plat- 
form managers, that can put into operation al- 
‘most immediately and continue indefinitely any 
feasible plan. 


OUR PURPOSE 


To utilize our regular organizations and audi- 
ences in the manner described as Plan A, 

To create a new service to meet the needs of 
the hour in the manner described as Plan B. 


TO UTILIZE OUR REGULAR ORGANIZATION 
AND AUDIENCES 


To develop public opinion which will put the 
American people enthusiastically into the war 
by means of addresses booked as regular lec- 
tures in our regular business which answer 
these questions which the American people are 
asking: 

1, What are we in this war for? 

2. What will be the difference to us: 

If we win the war? 
If we lose the war? 

3. What does the Government want me to 
do in this war? 

Ten-minute addresses on regular programs, 
covering all the subjects: 

1. The Red Cross, 

2. Liberty Loans. 

3. Food Production and Administration, 

4. War Budgets and Appropriations, 

5. Progress of the War, 

6. Other subjects as time develops them. 

A Speakers’ Bureau for volunteers, assigning 
them to the work of the different societies and 
enterprises with which we correlate. 

A Bureau of Inquiry and Information, receiv- 
ing and sending reports of fact and opinion 
thruout the nation, especially to and from the 
people who are interested in our institution. 

A Reference Bureau to acquire, recommend 
and distribute to our workers (perhaps to have 
written epsecially for them) platform material, 
addresses, music, readings, plays, etc. 

TO BUILD A NEW SERVICE OUT OF OUR 
OWN FORCES—A GREAT “RALLY "ROUND 
THE FLAG” CAMPAIGN 

The country will be divided into thirteen dis- 
tricts to cover in the first campaign, 72 towns 
each, of population from, say 1,000 to 10,000, 
each district to be divided into circuits of 24 
towns each so as to cover a circuit in a month 
and a district in three months. 

Conduct a “Rally "Round the Flag’’ campaign 
in each town with afternoon and evening pro- 
grams, using four speakers; afternoon, each

have little cause to fear the outcome. 
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Editorial Comment 


The attempt by certain motion pic- 
ture producers to pass onto the ex- 
hibitor the war tax on film seems to 
have been the final jolt necessary to 
awaken the exhibitors to the fact that 
it is time for them to take a hand in 
the game. 

The outrageous demands of the 


borne far more patiently than they 
should have, but the passing of “the 
buck” on the war tax has resulted in 
the various local and State organiza- 
tions of exhibitors taking up the mat- 
ter and in several instances the pro- 
ducers and exchanges have been flatly 
informed that the members of that 
particular organization did not intend 
to pay the fifteen cents per reel de- 
manded or any other sum. 

If there is any sort of a determined 
stand made by any considerable num- 
ber of exhibitors it seems certain that 
the producers will quickly experience 
a change of heart and withdraw their 
demands. 

The weak point in the producers’ 
battle array lies in the fact that not 
all of the producers or distributors 
have tried to pass on the tax, several 
of them, in fact, having already an- 
nounced that they will not attempt 
to burden the exhibitor, but intend to 
meet the tax entirely themselves, 

A few cancelations by exhibitors 
would give the grasping producer 
something to think about. It is not 
likely, in these days of keen competi- 
tion in selling of film, that they would 
stand by and see their customers 
switch to another service.

“I have noticed the controversy in the Wild 
West Department regarding the riding of buck 
ing horses by ladies. Don't you think it would 
be more to the point if some of those answering 
Mr. Harmon's letter would take a little time 
and give serious thought to the question? There 
is no doubt that many of the ladies who make 
a business of riding bucking horses at shows, 
etc., for a livelihood are sincere in their efforts, 
but that does not change the fact that many of 
them are not to be considered real riders just be- 
cause they get upon any horse led out to them 
and tie their stirrups down. Anyone can get 
upon a high building and walk off, but that does 
not signify they have good sense. There are 
some clever lady bucking horse riders, but they 
are few and far between. There is no use of 
trying to argue that when a lady rides a broncho 
with her stirrups tied down and the horse tosses 
ber all over (the only reason she does not hit 
the ground is because ber feet are tied down) 
that such an exhibition does not hurt the riding 
of the men. I really think Mr. Harmon's let- 
ter was the right kind. It's up to the committee 
to do something to restrict the riding of buck- 
ing horses by ladies at the contests. After sev- 
eral more fatal accidents occur it will be too 
late to stop it without injuring the whole game.

strate their ability to handle horses in a frontier 
program than by trying to ride bronchos. At 
thie they expose their inability to a fearful de- 
gree."’

OKLAHOMA’S ELEVENTH FAIR 


BEST IN ITS HISTORY 


Turnstiles Show 31,000 More People Entered 


Grounds Than Ever Before-—-Kennedy Shows 
Give Satisfaction—Army Airplanes 


Fly Over 


Grounds 


Oklahoma City, Oct. 27.—The eleventh annual 
Oklahoma Stete Fair and Exposition was by far 
the most successful exposition in the bistory of 
the State. The weather was favorable with the 
exception of one day, Wednesday, the fifth day 
of the fair, being cold, and it rained at intervals 
thruout the day. Tuesday night it rained just 
enough to make the track at the fair grounds 
too heavy for racing, and the added showers 
Wednesday forced the management to call off the 
automobile races scheduled. They were post- 
poned until Friday, when a double racing pro- 
gram was given. 

The attendance records this year were shat- 
tered, 31,000 more people, by turnstile registry, 
entering the grounds than ever before. 

The Thearle- Duffield Display Company gave 
six performances of its magnificent spectacle, 
The War of Nations. The infield of the race 
track was used for this exhibition. 

The new concrete grand stand, seating 6,500, 
was sold out every afternoon by 3 o'clock, and 
from 3,000 to 5,000 crowded the race track each 
day, The management is already at work on 
plans for enlarging the grand stand’s seating 
capacity at least one-half again. 

The Con. T. Kennedy Shows were on the mid- 
way. The shows were all good, clean and in- 
teresting and far above the usual line of car- 
nivale. Mr. Kennedy was much gratified with 
the patronage of the midway. 

All who visited the Oklaboma State Fair this 
year were not werely pleased, but delighted with 
what they saw. Ar expected surprise, and what 
proved to be a feature, was the appearance on 
Friday afternvon of . arfny battle planes 
ever the fair grounds. bey came from Ft. Sill, 
one of the army aviation schools, 110 miles from 
Oklaboma City, and flew in battle formation, 
making tbe trip in 58 minutes. On nearing

FAIR SECRETARIES’ SUGGESTIONS

Walter G. Richards, secretary of the Franklin 
County Fair, Columbus, O., is an enthusiastic 
believer in good music for fairs. At the recent 
annual fair Secretary Richards engaged a large 
Italian Orchestral Band, together with an ex- 
cellent lady vocalist. He says: ‘“‘No matter 
what the weather or other conditions, good music 
will always keep your crowd in good humor. 
The best of music these days is none too good. 
The advent of the grapbophone in the modern 
home has given the average fairgoer good mu- 
sical judgement, and cheap music is no longer 
to be tolerated. We find that the old standard 
ballads from oldtime operas make a strong hit 
with our fair people. If the track is heavy, due 
to rain, an audience of several thousand people 
can be entertained until the start of the racing 
program.”’ 

The editorial staff of The Billboard is grateful 
to Harry C. Robert, secretary of the Georgia 
State Fair Association, Macon, Ga., for remem- 
bering the bunch with comps. Speaking epi- 
grammatically, “‘We are sure glad to know that 
we COULD go if we had the opportunity, and 
are now longing for the latter old gent to knock 
on our door."’

The following is the first instalment of 8 
copy of letter written to Secretary R. E. Crump, 
St. Francisville, La., when be was just start- 
ing to organize his fair, by a former well- 
known Louisiana fair man. Due to lack of 
space it is necessary to run only part of the 
letter in this issue: “The main feature of 
getting up a parish fair is ADVERTISING it. 
This, of course, can best be done thru your 
local papers. Your first efforts should be in 
getting the news to EVERY citizen in the 
parish that a fair is to be held in your city on 
such and such a date. 

“If nothing at all has been done in the way 
of the fair I would call a meeting of the busi- 
Bess men and talk the matter over, then if 
necessary have another meeting and have some 
good speaker present. You can then form your 
organization and elect officers. Publish your 
charter with a capital stock of say $5,000 to 
$10,000, then get busy selling your stock at $1, 
$2.50, $5 or $10 per shape. Trade stock for 
lumber, labor and such things as you will have 
to have. 

“Don't forget to advertise and boost. 

“Put an ad in The Billboard with your Grst 
$2.50 and your attractions, concession men, 
posters and more data than you could imagine 
will be forthcoming. If you do not have a 
local buyer for the popcorn stand, or the baby 
dolls, etc@ read The Billboard. Some fairs 
object to these, but you will find it not a bad 
ideag unless your people are distinguished for 
the amount of coin they are willing to turn 
loose, These concession men are usually 
Sarne $1 per front foot for the time of the 
air. 


“Read The Billboard. Get a FREE attraction 
for every day. If you do not have the money 
to get a flying machine have a balloon ascension 
or open-air high divers and trapeze performers. 
Have something free EVERY day. 

“Outside of the free act CHARGBR for every- 
thing. Sell your season tickets at $1.50 and 
single tickets, adults 50c and children 25¢, 
because you will need the money. If your 
stockholders kick, kick back and make them 
pay. Tell them that they are putting the 
money in a safer place. 

“Have something going on at the fair every 
hour. Those who do not care for the agricul 
ture show would enjoy a horse race, You can 
get the boys to organize for a bicycle race;

stall. Another noticeable feature is the staff 
of eight instructors, who are all six-footers and 
are kept busy daily teaching beginners the 
art of skating.

The St. Nicholas Ice Skating Rink, West 
Sixty-sizth street, New York City, opened its 
winter season on October 20 with three sessions 
daily.

Osawatomie, Kan., Final Stand, Canceled on Ac- 
count of Unfavorable Weather—Will Winter _ 
in Kansas City, Mo.—Disastrous Fire 
Narrowly Averted on Last Run 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 27.—The season of the 
Ed A. Evans Greater Shows came to an abrupt 
end last week on account of the bad weather, 
and Manager Evans canceled Osawatomie, Kan., 
and shipped the entire outfit into the winter 
quarters at Kansas City. 

For the past three weeks the weather has been 
very unfavorable to outdoor amusements, and, 
as indications pointed to a continuance of same 
indefinitely, it was thought advisable to close. 

A very disastrous fire was narrowly averted 
on the run in, and heroic work on the part of 
the members of the company and railroad em- 
ployees undoubtedly saved the entire show train 
from destruction, One of the box cars was dis- 
covered on fire about twelve miles out of Lex- 
ington by the brakeman. It was immediately 
uncoupled from the train, and, after an hour of 
hard work, put out. The car was loaded with 
show property and concessions, some of which 
were a total loss, The largest loser outside of 
Mr. Evans was F. 8. Woolsey of the pit show. 
The fire was discovered while the train was on 
a double track system, which was an aid in 
fighting same, as the engine was backed down 
abreast of the car and the steam hose used to 
good advantage. 

Despite a bad start and ending the show ex- 
perienced one of the most successful seasons of 
its career. Twelve attractions and two rides 
were carried thruout the entire season. 

The show will winter at Centropolis, a suburb 
of Kansas City, where trackage has been secured 
on the Frisco road. This is near enough to the 
industrial center of the West to be a great 
advantage in rebuilding and constructing the 
show for the coming season. In the past two 
years the outfit has outgrown the small quarters 
at Independence, Kan., and it was necessary to 
obtain larger ones somewhere else as nothing 
was available in the town. 

Noble Fairley did not close his ’49 Show, but 
will endeavor to remain out a while longer, play- 
ing still towns. His first spot was Wellington, 
Missouri.

TREMENDOUS BUSINESS 


For Metropolitan Shows at Columbia, 
South Carolina 


Dublin, Oct. 25.—Breaking records has become 
quite a regular thing with the Metropolitan 
Shows, but in registering a new high water 
mark for the season at Columbia, S. C., last 
week, the gross Was so far ahead of any previous 
week of the year that it will be difficult to 
surpass. Playing for the benefit of the Children’s 
Clinic, and located on the streets in the 
heart of the city, with several concessions act- 
ually resting on the lawn of the Capitol grounds, 
the 1,500-foot midway being packed to suffoca- 
tion from the moment the shows opened at noon 
on Monday until midnight Saturday, resulted in 
a week's business that would be envied by any 
of the big State fairs.

Buck Turner, who brought a Whip, several 
ebows and qa number of concessions down from 
the Richmond Fair, booked with the shows for 
the week, and declared his gross was over four 
times the amount he enjoyed at that engage- 
ment. There were seventeen paid attractiqns in 
the line up and over fifty concessions, and lack 
of space made it necessary to refuse space for 
thirty more of the latter who jumped in from 
surrounding fairs.

PRESS AGENTS VS. TRUTH 


Dear Billyboy—Note what you say in a re- 
cent issue in regard to press agents telling the 
truth, This has been my business for quite some 
time, and I think I am in a position to tell you 
why the boys spread it on so thick. 

My first job as a publicity agent was with an 
ordinary ttle carnival, and managed by a very 
ordinary manager. He came into the office one 
day as I was just finishing my letter to The 
Billboard, 1 had tried to write a newsy letter, 
altho, to tell the truth, there was nothing to 
write about. The shows were all bad, the 
equipment ragged and the towns we were play- 
ing absolute lemons. As I finished the letter 
Mr. Manager wanted to see what I had writ- 
ten, Now, understand, this man said, “That 
there tent,”’ and ‘*This here coat,’’ and he was 
under the impression that knives were made to 
eat with, yet be, by virtue of paying me a salary, 
was qualified to criticize my letter. He looked 
at the story, and said: “That's no <— hit it 
up "good and strong.’" As a result I wrote an- 
other story, and used the usual line of bunk, 
«well business, magnificent fronts and a wonder- 
ful line-up of shows. What else could I do? 
He paid the freight, and what be said must be 
law. 

These managers don’t pay much attention to 
the stuff that goes to the local press so long 
as their name is mentioned in every sentence, 
but The Billboard letter must shoot it strong. 
The reason for this? They use your news col- 
omos for advertising purposes. These sfories 
must be strong to attract concessions and show- 
men. If you will believe me, the boys who write 
the stuff are not to Diame; they do it under pres- 
sure. Either that or get a new job. 

This is the actual state of affairs, and the 
reason that you get so much bunk and so little 
pews from a certain class of shows. So, lest 
someone should connect my name with the show 
that I have used for an fllustration above, allow 
me to sign myself—A SCRIBE.

All winter in Florida may be all right in 
some of the best hotels, but we don’t think 
much of running around with a carnival. 

All the big carnivals make money and close 
the season at the proper time, and generally 


open the next season at 
Wonder why they ali can not see the right 
angles of the business as they should? 

If you are not advertising as you should, why 
not advertise your business for sale? That may 
be the reason that so many carnivals are for 
sale at the present time, You can not expect 
the public to patronize your shows if they are 
not appraised of the fact that you are playing 
in their city or town. You can not expect 
newspapers to give you their space for nothing, 
ean you? Get that idea out of your heads that 
you are going to get anything worth while for 
nothing. You just can't, that’s all. 

When Con T. Kennedy decided to leave the 
East he made a master stroke psychologically. 
Keep your eyes on the Con T. Kennedy Shows 
for the coming season. Con T. is going to 
make some of them step high, wide and hand- 
some if they want to keep up with the pace 
that he is going to set. 


Many men in the carnival business are er- 
perienced travelers, that’s about all, 

Winter right where you close the season. 
Why the big jumping? No use at all, 

Joe MeInerny (Cheyenne Joe), of exposition 
fame, is the only man that we know of that put 
on the Days of °49, Cheyenne Days and Golden 
West Days and things of that kind just about 
right. When one sees his they begin to think 
that they don’t know anything about it. 

One or two have written that they would like 
to change the name of the ‘‘carnival’’ to some- 
thing different. Here are some of the things that 
some propose to call the carnival: Carnidrome, 
earnifachus, char-car-far and carfachu. Ye 
splinters, help us from this. How would this 
do for a name, parunachasucahdass? It sounds 
just as well as the foregoing suggestions. No, 
we do not want any of that. 

Sammy Watson, of Farmyard Cirers fame, is 
now living in New York. He is about 75 or 76 
years young. You ought to see him cut up. 
Get him to frame a Farmyard Circus as a car- 
nival shew. 

You have seen the following on the minstrel 
and vaudeville stages: Barney Ferguson, Sam- 
my Watson, Arthur Deming, Jack Campbell, 
Robert L. Daly and Jobn Stanley. Well, they 
had an old boys’ gathering in a place near the 
N. V. A. club rooms in New York recently. 
Barney was teaching Sammy how to dance 
when the man cried ‘It’s time to close.’’ The 
Stories these men could tell of the in and out- 
door show game. 

Henry Meyerhoff put on a giri minstrel act as 
a free attraction at the Sherbrooke, (Que., 
Canada) Exhibition. That's a new one, too. 

Will some abandon the midways at fairs and 
exhibitions season 1918 and put in their stead 
military and grand stand spectacles? You car- 
nival showmen must give your energies to di- 
verting such possibilities. Now can you see 
some of the things that are in the making? 

The writer can not just see the free fair in 
its entirety. Neither can he see the price of 
general admission charged by some of the fairs. 
Six admissions for one dollar made the Canadian 
National Exhibition to an extent of admiration 
if not more. Lets consider the admission price 
while the thought is in our minds. It counts. 
Fair and exhibition managers can make it count 
for more. Are you on the job? 


Little Eddie Davis spent the summer season 
with Hoss-Lohrman Shows. Eddie was at the 
Interstate Fair at Trenton, N. J. He is given 
eredit for knowing just how to display and 
hand out dolls. 

Some keep on panning the pan games. 

Will it be World at Home Exposition season 
1918? Are you beginning to get the idea? 

Reading, Pa., and Trenton, N. J., with re- 
verse English, gave the “‘lucky’’ boys a warm 
feception when those two fairs were in prog- 
ress. Didn't you hear about it? Well, just get 
the Reading and Trenton newspapers, they wil! 
tell you all about it. 

McMahon & Dee (Inc.) are still running a 
theatrical booking agenay in Buffalo, N. Y. 
McMahon & Dee make a specialty of entertain- 
ments for banquets and clubs. 

What has become of the oldtime street fairs 
and county fairs on the streets? Saw one once 
in New Philadelphia, 0. It was all right, too. 
Why not some down South this fall in the 
towns and cities that have no fair grounds? 

Johnny J. Jones—We sstill 
Jones Exposition. It is coming to that, Johnny 
. Jones, and all others in the outdoor show 
business. Get it to working now. 


M. Turner, the handless wonder, is certainly 
a wonder. Great attraction for side shows, pit 
shows and museums. He was with Will H. 
Hill’s pit show with the World at Home Shows 
until the close of the Toronto exhibition. 

Joseph A. McFields, general manager the 
Tevitt-Taxier Shows No. 2, has one or two 
big things in the making for this winter. Watch 
for his new idea announcements. Some hustler, 
is Joseph A. McFields. 

The Sunday before the fair opens is generally 
the most interesting day for a showman to 
visit the fair grounds. One can hear so many 
things that he is forced to doubt, especially 
about the gross business in the last town and 
all that gossip. 


Why do some showmen want to tear down on 
Friday when the fair does not close until Sat- 
urday night? Look at the time that some 
shows lose by such rank judgment. 

Why not human roulette wheels in the bot- 
tom of some of the out-of-date autodromes? 
Guess you don’t know what we are driving at 


the proper time. 


say Johnny J. : 
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just Bow, do you? Well, wait a while and 
we will tell you. Just the same as when we 
suggested that you have autodromes and then 
the vertical walls that you now cal! silodromes. 
If you don’t know it all you can learn some- 
thing from these ravings from time to time. 

Trenton, N. J., is credited with an attend- 
ance on the last day of the fair of 20,000. The 
shows could just as well have stayed over for 
that day as not. 

George W. Harvel, the man with the Mari- 
onette Circus with Will H. Hill’s Pit Show, 
will go into vandeville at the close of the fair 
season. His home town is St. Louis. His 
act makes some scream, some laugh and some 
cry. 

Why doesn’t the Board of Trade of Little 
Rock, Ark,, bave the State Fair in Little Rock? 
Yes, why? Where is the State Fair of Ar- 
kansas anyway? 

Booking. agents that disappoint the fair sec- 
retaries and exhibition managers in the num- 
ber and quality of their attractions should be 
put out of business by the fair secretaries and 
exhibition managers themselves. 

Oscar V. Babcock still has the most sensa- 
tional of all the acts of the kind that he pre- 
sents. 

Yes, we say ‘‘beware of imitators.’’ 

Melvin Howard says that he still has his 
launch in North Carolina water. Running 
from the Dismal swamp south. 

He that is wrong and admits it is mightier by 
far than he who does not. 

One does not have to get ‘‘next’’ to things that 
are new many times if he really gets ‘‘next’’ to 
what he already has in his possession. The 
eternal reaching out for phantoms has wrecked 
many a man in the outdoor show business. 

For the real showman the next big event is 
“every week."’ 

We have backbone. We have stamina. 

You have a perfect right to criticize our view- 
point. You can either make or break. We are 
willing to be shown at any and all times if we 
are wrong in any of our assertions or deductions 
as to the best course for the outdoor show busi- 
ness to pursue. 

If you have a mind of your own for heaven's 
sake use it. 

The pressure for the right is telling on many 
of them. The fgrseeing showman-businessman is 
meeting the changes face to face. He is not 
sidestepping the vital issues. He is diligently 
battling for the right. He is against the wrong 
and is in the fight vigorously for the right. For 
this we are truly thankful. 

The present upheaval in the outdoor show busi- 
ness is psychological, and, being psychological, is 
thoroly in keeping with the spirit of the times. 

Many men are physically able but not mentally 
willing to dig a ditch. There are many men in 
the show business who would like to see the 
outdoor show business prosper and flourish, but 
are not willing to give the mental or physical 
effort to the task so easily within the possibil- 
ities of their accomplishment. 

The writer has preached better shows and bet- 
ter methods of handling the show business and 
am prond to say not without effect. 

We are going to keep up the fight. So don't 
forget it. Fight is now the order of the times. 
So, on shall rage the battles for better and clean- 
er outdoor shows and better and cleaner methods 
of handling the business. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—You that are the 
backbones of the carnival structure. You do not 
know your strength. You have never been fully 
cognizant of the power that you can exert for the 
good of the carnival structure as a whole. You 
have not exerted that strength in the past. We 
hope you will in the immediate future. It is 
wholly up to you. Will you do your part? 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—You must have 
something to stand on. As a foundation we sug- 
gest the developing of some of the novel ideas 
for shows that come to your minds and attention 
from time to time. You must have substantial 
properties and general equipment, and present 
your offerings in a thoroly showmanlike manner. 
Guard well the character and ability of your 
artists, talkers, lecturers, musicians, canvasmen 
and all-round help and assistants. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Get rid of all 
the third sex performers and has-beens. ° 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—The naming of 
your shows has much to do with its acceptability 
to the public. What is the name of that new 
show of yours? 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—You are always 
raving on the fair grounds about shows that are 
presenting features that are similar to yours. 
That is all wrong and you are to blame. Make 
your shows so novel and distinctive that any pos- 
sible opposition will appear ridiculous, 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN-—Massive tents 
and side walls that look as if on the inside there 
might be something out of the ordinary should 
have your careful consideration before the dawn- 
ing of season 1918. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Give your at- 
tention to the new ideas in show fronts, facades 
or entrances. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—The old style 
walk over ballyhoo show is passing. The pres- 
entday public has no time nor the disposition to 
go into a tent and sit down to wait for a long 
drawn out stage show. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—The open front 
show. The walk in und walk out show is the 
carnival show of tomorrow. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—The small wag- 
on front show has long been a thing of the past. 
If a wagon front show let it be massive and 
bespeak its merit from the front and general 
appearances. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Give some par- 
ticular attention to the broadening of the pit 
or open front show. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Why the gold 
earved, silver and all that thing show fronts 
when that style is out of date, especially when 
applied to the single wagon front show? 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—If the gold and 
silver-carved wagon front show let it be of the 
proportions of the Col. Francis Ferari Animal 
Arena front or larger. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—A new style of 
carnival architecture is in the offing. Develop it. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Whether wagon, 
panel or banner fronts let them be massive, 
unique and at all times inviting to the artistic 
eye, and proportioned to meet the approval of the 
mechanical wizards that sometime come on the 
lot just to jeer at your distorted proportions. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Why not create 
a maze of startling effects as an entrance. De- 

tive entrances may make the public curious as 
just how to get in, and, in consequence, lead 
them to the ticket box. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Why not an 
electrical mechanical talking panel front. This 


idea presents wonderful possibilities for develop- 
ment. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Why not the 
black and white front? 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Get mechanical 
organs, pianos, calliopes, unafons and other novel 
— pleasing musical devices for your show 
ronts. 

INDEPENDENT SHOWMEN—Get art banners, 
panels and banners. Do not liter up your fronts 
with useless senseless wording that neither at- 
tracts the eye nor invites admission. That style 
has been out of date for many years. 

Outdoor Showmen—Did you do your sacred 
duty by buying one of the second Liberty Loan 
Bonds? 

Ontdoor Showmen—Your war revenue tax is 
assessable and collectable from November 1. 
Get ready for it. Do pot have any Squabbles 
hor try to bring about any disputes that may 
later embarrass you. Pay and pay as loyal 
Americans and business men. Get posted as 
to yours status in this issue as soon as you pos- 
sibly can. Write Frank L. Albert, executive 
secretary of the National Outdoor Showmen’s 
Association, Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, Ill, 
today. 

Outdoor Showmen—Let the closing day of 
the season be one of your cleanup days and 
weeks. Just frank!y tell the impossibles that 
were with your organizagion this past season 
that your business relations with them must 
come to an end with the closing of the present 
season and that they need not expect to have 
the pleasure of your negotiating with them 
for season 1918. Come to the point and frankly 
with .them, thereby saving yourself and them 
useless corresponding and expense during the 
winter months. Be men about it. There is no 
use in stalling nor beating around the bush 
about a matter like this. 

In the dim distance we can see the formation 
of the greatest lineup of big, meritorious in- 
dependent shows to bid for the “big time’ of 
the Canadian exhibitions and State fairs that 
was ever attempted. You just watch for the 
announcements. Meantime, be big, broad- 
minded outdoor showmen.

The Greater Sheesley Shows are advertised 
as a@ Mammoth Midway of World Wonders. 
This sounds like George W. Rollins, the press 
agent. 

Is George W. Rollins going in the M. P. 
game at the close of the season? 

The Norfolk Ledger-Dispatch lets the press 
agents rave about their shows and attractions 
under the caption, “At the Theaters, What 
They Say of Themselves.” They let the press 
agents have so much space no matter what at- 
traction he represents to say what he has to 
say about his attraction. It appears that the 
paper does not take the responsibility for the 
claims made. It seems entirely up to the 
press agents. 

The show news in The Norfolk (Va.) Pilot 
and Landmark is printed under the caption, 
“From the Press Agents.’’ The copy is treated 
about like it is in The Ledger-Dispatch. 

There should be an absence of all forms of 
rowdyism and ruffianism on all circus and car- 
nival lots. It should never for one moment 
be tolerated. 

The recognized carnival grounds in Norfolk 
are at Granby and Scott streets. 

Every carnival should give a parade on the 
opening day. Get the promoters in the habit 
of putting on parades,

VITAGRAPH PLACES BAN 
_ ON ALL TAXABLE MUSIC 


Notifies Exhibitors It Will Exclude From Its Ac- 
companiments All But Nontaxable 
Music — Has Probed the Activi- 
ties of the American Society 


New York, Oct. 27.—Vitagraph has placed a 
ban on taxable music, following a thoro probe 
into the activities of the American Society of 
Authors and Composers, and Walter W. Irwin, 
general manager of the distributing and selling 
organization of Greater Vitagraph, has caused no- 
tices to this effect to be sent to the exhibitors, 
In this notice the exhibitors are instructed that 
Vitagraph will not have in its musical accom- 
paniments any but nontaxable music, 


This is the first official cognizance that any 
producing company has taken of the attempt of 
the American Society of Authors and Composers 
to impose a tax on the exhibitors of the country. 
It has been estimated that this tax would add 
$1,500,000 annually to the expenses of the ex- 
hibitors, Regarding this action the following 
statement was made at the offices of Vitagraph: 

“The Vitagraph Company, as a matter of fact, 
rever has put forth any music that conld be taxed 
by the American Society. It is recognized as a 
pioneer and leader in meeting the problem of pro- 
viding suitable music for musicians and managers 
to use in the interpretation of a motion picture 
feature. Their aim has been to provide musical 
directors with high-class music, descriptive of 
the action on the screen, and to get away from 
cheap, clap-trap effects. In other words their 
musical arrangements have been designed in 
keeping with the quality of their pictures. 

“The activities of the American Society have 
been closely studied in detail, and it was de- 
eided many months ago that Vitagraph musical 
suggestion cue sheets should be arranged only 
from such music as was permissible to be played 
free of the tax now being claimed. S. M. Berg, 
the company’s musical director and arranger, was 
chosen to make a special investigation, and as a 
result of his studies it was decided by the Vita- 
graph Company that the whole question of tax- 
able music was really a trifling one to ex- 
hibitors, who are endeavoring to feature the 
music in conjunction with the picture, because 
the music which this society controls is the pop- 
ular music of the moment. This style of music, 
it is declared, is entirely unsuitable to the inter-

He ad- 
mits, however, that the enforcement of the law 
is up to the police, and that any person can 
cause the arrest of a picture house operator if 
the police fall te act. The opinion is based upon 
the law passed thirty eyears ago affecting 
dramatic performances on Sunday, and also on 
the fact that pictures were not exempted in 
1911,

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SUIT BARES CONTRACT 


- UNDERSTANDING WITH STAR 


Public Learns Anita Stewart’s Guaranteed Salary 
Is $127,000 a Year —Five Years Ago It 
Was Only $1,200—Yet She Wanted - 


To Leave 


Vitagraph 


New York, Oct. 27.—So much is said about the 
salaries of motion picture actors and actresses 
that the revelations made during the recent suit 
of the Vitagraph Company of America’ against 
Anita Stewart are secondary in importance only 
to the result of the suit itself. These revela- 
tions show that Miss Stewart, under the terms 
of her contract with the Vitagraph Company, is 
one of the highest paid individuals in the 
world, her guaranteed salary for a year being 
$127,000, or $52,000 more than that paid to 
President Wilson. ‘ 

Yn the original bill of complaint Vitagraph 
told the history of Miss Stewart’s connection 
with the company, starting in with her first 
appearance at the studio in Brooklyn in August, 
1912. At that time, it was declared, Miss 
Stewart was untutored in acting or posing and 
her salary was not more than $25 a week. She 
was schooled along, however, and her natural 
talent, combined with an enormous expenditure 
for advertising, said by the company to amount 
to, hundreds of thousands of dollars, soon made 
her one of the most popular motion picture stars 
in the world. Thus, when it came to the point 
of making a new contract last January, Miss 
Stewart was provided with a fixed salary of 
$1,000 a week and royalties of ten per cent on 
all her productions, these royalties being guar- 
apteed to be not less than $75,000 a year and 
bringing her total revenue up to $127,000. It 
will thus be seen that in a space of less than 
five years Miss Stewart's salary jumped from 
about $1,200 a year to more than 105 times 
thet sum. 

Another interesting feature of the contract, a 
copy of which was attached to the Vitagraph 
bill of complaint, was that dealing specifically 
with Miss Stewart's services to the company. 
This was that. with the exception of certain 
specified periods, such as illnesses, Miss Stewart 
was to make up all time lost by her: In other 
words, the contract, in this respect, is cumu- 
lative, and every day lost by Miss Stewart will 
be added onto the period of her engagement. 

The Vitagraph bill, or that part of it made up 
of(the affidavit from President Smith, contained 
an, interesting sidelight on how a motion picture 
stur can spring up over night if given the proper 
vehicle. It recited that Miss Stewart first 
showed her exceptional talent in a feature called 
The Wood Violet, and her talent was so distinctive 
in.that that she was given a starring vehicle, A 
Million Bid. This feature was produced at the 
Vitagraph Theater in New York, now the Cri- 
terion, and, in the words of President Smith, 
“Anita Stewart became a star of huge magni- 
tude over night."’ 

As briefly mentioned in last week’s Billboard, 
The Vitagraph Company won its suit which was 
brought against Miss Stewart and Louis B. 
Mayer of Boston. 

Justice Edward G. Whitaker, in Part 1, of the 
Supreme Court of New York, handed down a 
decision, granting the plea of Albert E. Smith, 
president, and the Vitagraph Company, for an 
injunction against Miss Stewart and Mr. Mayer, 
which’ prevents her from acting for any corpora- 
tion or individual other than the Vitagraph 
Company. They also are restrained from ad- 
vertising or announcing that Miss Stewart is to 
work for any other company or individual, and 
Louis B. Mayer is specifically enjoined from *‘en- 
ticing,’’ inducing or causing the defendant, Anita 
Stewart, to fail or refuse to work in the employ 
of the plaintiff, and is further enjoined from em- 
ploying her. 

This decision is one of the most important 
ever handed down in the motion picture industry, 
and, in reality, marks the first successful effort

been released from contract with the New York 
Motion Picture Company. She claimed her con- 
tract was made personally with Thomas Ince 
and terminated on severance of Ince’s connection 
with the firm, and the court upheld her conten- 
tion.

WAR TAX ON PRINTS 


Treasury Department Gives Interpre- 
tation of Requirements 


New York, Oct. 27.—Secretary Wm. Wright, 
of the Kalem Company, Inc., recently wrote the 
Treasury Department at Washington for an in 
terpretation of the requirements in regard to the 
war tax on positive prints. The following letter 
in reply from Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Daniel CC, Roper will prove of general interest: 


“Sir—This office acknowledges the receipt of 
your letter of the 10th instant, in which you re- 
quest specific instructions or rulings relative to 
the collection of the war tax of one-half cent 
per foot on positive prints and also whether you 
should pay the tax upon such films as are made 
by you under contract known as commercial 
work, stating that the negative is furnished you 
by the owner and that your entire part of the 
manufacture is producing the positive print 
from the negative submitted. 

“In reply you are advised that as the tax is 
placed not upon the manufacture of the film 
itself, but upon its sale or lease, the office ix o! 
the opinion that the tax should be paid not by 
you, who do the commercial work only, but by 
the owner of the film or positive print, and upon 
him the tax will be imposed at one-half cent per 
foot each time the same is sold or leased. 

“Reference is also made to your letter of the 
17th instant in which you state that you had on 
October 4 a certain quantity of raw blank film 
stock on hand; that you printed positive films 
on the stock and collected from the customers 
one-half cent per foot tax on new pictures, but 
did not collect tax for the one-fourth cent im- 
posed upon the blank film. 

“No tax was imposed upon blank films other 
than in the hands of manufacturers, therefore 
the blank films in your possession on October 4 
would pot be taxable, but any Sims receives 
from the manufacturer, producer or importer 
after October 4 would be taxabic, the tax to be 
imposed upon the manufacturer or importer 
thereof.

“Be it resolved that the exhibitors of the 


Oklahoma Branch American Exhibitors’ As- 
sociation protest the 15 cents per 
.cel per day so-called war tax, being levied 


by the film exchanges in this district. 

“Be it further resolved that this association 
deplores the need for such pretest as a re- 
flection upon the patriotism of the great film 
industry, believing that the United States 
Government intended each business and the 
industry to show equal diligence and sacrifice 
in meeting the urgent revenue needs of this 
great war. 

“And be it further resolved that these ex- 
hibiters resent the effort to shift this re- 
sponsibility upon them, yet not without their 
utmost and sincerest pledges to fairly co-oper- 
ate in every manner with their individual and 
united efforts to hasten the great cause of 
universal peace, democracy and freedom. 

“Be it further resolved that we respectfully 
request the wthdrawal of this unjust assess- 
ment, thereby sparing us both the humiliation 
resultant to making formal protest to the 
Government for a decision on the validity of 
shifting the responsibility of this tax.

The campaign can be ready to be launched in 
January or in February or even later—just pre- 
ceding the chautauqua season.

METHODS OF OTHER ORGANIZATIONS 

All the campaigns which I investigated rec- 
ognize the supreme value of the spoken word in 
arousing the nation. 

The National Security League, to supplement 
enormous output of literature, has concluded a 
speaking campaign touching every county of 
Vermont, using speakers in groups. They have 
organized similar campaigns for Maryland and 
Ohio and Iowa, and will try thus to reach much 
of America. But Mr. West, who manages these, 
says these campaigns in no way do all the work, 
or make our campaign less necessary. In New 
York they booked their tours (gratis—local com- 
mittees paying local expenses) thru County Com- 
mittees of Defense which had been appointed 
by the Governor. (One advance man, using an 
auto, booked forty-five agony in thirty days.) 
They sent out nine groups of four speakers each 
(all service gratis, but expenses paid), who 
toured in automobiles. 


RECOMMENDATION—A 
FICE 

To do our work in a big way as other societies 
are doing theirs we should maintain an office 
at Washington to be in touch with the. agencies 
of the Government and to be in the conferences 
of great organizations that are held there almost 
daily. There should be a place and an organiza- 
tion where Washington can talk at any time to 
the whole chautauqua and lyceum movement, 
thru its accredited representative, instead of to 
its individuals and organizations scattered over 
the country. 

Centralization characterizes all the work at 
Washington for the war. We cannot get recog- 
nition or keep in instant touch with the move 
ment of great affairs otherwise. The whole na- 
tion, the whole world is now centered and or- 
dered at Washington, and we should be there. 

Our representative there can collect and dis- 
tribute to individuals the invaluable material 
which streams forth from many sources, and 
can give that personal touch with other societies 
by which alone we may be known and counted as 
a Teal war agency, This will be of utmost value

tax for a show or other form of amusement the 
maximum charge for admission to which is 10 
cents within outdoor general amusement parks. 
Therefore airdomes, where the maximum charge 
for admission is more than 5 cents, will be tax- 
able on admissions, unless they are situated 
within outdoor general amusement parks. 

“There has been no form of report or retury 
approved as yet by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. As soon as the monthly form has been 
approved by him and copies are available they 
will be distributed. 

“In the meantime all proprietors of motion 
picture houses which charge admissions of over 
5 cents should be prepared to collect the tax, be- 
ginning November 1, on all admissions.
